Tlif-ir ore 
many Freshmen who are comin'j 
up every year who are 'lost' for a 
month or livo: I would favour 
some itlad whereby a yroup of up- 
pcrclassnirii. who Ihemsclvrs were 
familiar with McGill oruaniziitions. 
would uhdcrlake to advise these 
newcomers how lo adapt thcm- 
selues to Ihcir new surroundings. 
One upficrclassntan with a genuine 
inlcrext in the plan could lake un- 
der his win;/ two or tlirei: l-'resh- 
mcti— meet with them al dinner 
several limes a mouth and discuss 
their problems with Ihem. lie. 
could make it Ids business to see 
that his itrolcyes not the feel of 
McCiill. As it is now some students 
only beijiii In rciilizr Ihr mil ail- 
vuuluties of till' t'niiiersilji aliiiiit 
the lime they unnliiale.

Professor Talks 
On Attitude Of 
European Races

livered at the Mrclmulcs' IiisllUilc 
;a.sl night. Before (tolng on' to inik 
of interesting; Incidents tliol he 
wUnes.scd d»rli;g his (rnvcl.n 
abroad, he treated Ihc Eviro|)ean 
situation K^'nernlly, 

rir.-il of ail, Ihr .'^iicukpi' ,'<lulrtl 
that probably his most .striking 
cx|)crlcnce on rcluriililg to' na- 
tive Cnnnda was the ^rcnllKatlon 
th.'^l hi.i country was doing .■'o 
much In the prronil effort lo 
achieve universal in-acc and .itabil- 
i;y. While In Europe, he was of- 
ten and almost Inevitably asked 
why England wa.i so reluctant 
about disclosing her c.\acL foreign 
policy. The answer was that Eng- 
land was In a very delicate posi- 
tion and that the mu.«l not nccm 
in the least partial. Britain's nttl- 
tiidc is now definite. There Is no 
longer cause for wondering whc- 
t'.i.-r Britain is an empire power or 
a I"'.iroi>c.'\n unit. England's intlii- 
cnco ill Europe definitely shows 
that the l.iitcr ia the case. 

Dr. Caldwrll, iti his Europenii 
tours, made it a ix)int to grasp the 
French, Italian and German points 
of view. He was pleased to observe 
that Frencli thought tended to- 
v,-ard an assuring security and a 
desire for understanding. When iii 
Xjcrmany, he came to the conclii- 
.lion that the people of Gej-many 
were d:finltcly opposed to war 
and that, as was tl)c case before 
the last war. any pro-war thoii?hl 
there might be was sponsored by 
the' miiitsnsi authorities, Turn- 
irg to Italy, he pointed out tlmt 
tsn years ago the population idol- 
ized Mussolini and that today, at 
least, thiir appreciation of him 
was somewhat dlffciciH. 

The speaker then .staled that 
there Is very much interest in cen- 
tral Europe of which .some 01 tus 
seldom th-iik. In these Icrrltori;.!. 
where thrive small countries bjrn 
out of the war, there is macij ii.- 
triguc. Di\ Caldwell was par:.ou- 
larly Intcrcsled in Poland; Checho- 
slovakia and Yugoslavia. At this 
point, he related some of the 
.striking c.Npcrienccs whicii wci'c 
hit during his lours abroad. 

On hi.s arrival al Pragtic one 
day, he witncs.îcd Ihc funeral of 
the .Minister of Finance, assausi- 
nalcd by a misled youlli who had 
bolslicvik Ideas, He was im- 
prcjised by the genuine sorrow ol 
the people. A 'tew liours later, ht 
incl tlie Ciicchoslovnklan prcsldciil, 
the great Mazaryk. The prcs'deni 
,-ih0B'cd great concern as lo ihe 
governmental .Inslitulions of llic 
Jîrilish Empire and America. On 
the whole, the lectwi/'r wa.'i pai- 
iliiuiaily .'iwai e of the l agenifi.i.'i of 
tliPdc pecple to leu 111 about stable, 
establi/ihed forms wherein free- 
dom i.s not only an ideal but n 
pracllcaJ fact. He (iUted that the 
niitlsl) coi7ceptlon of freedom wiis 
having n hciirficial Infliiciice on 
the .iimnll, (H,st floinliihlng coiin- 

lie then p.(s>,cd to the liitcniicjy 
lulrlotlc Poland, lie told of Mic 
Polish's frunllc, fhiuUy succciisfiil 
efforts to prevent the ciilrnnce of 
Iwlslievik forces. Tlic gient Pnde- 
jewikl, tiie Polish republic's fir«l 
l)!c»ldent, the orl'hl wlui «cl aside 
Ills jjlaiu) to fi.ciic his country's 
liHf, alv/ay« showed a vivid inlcr- 
f .^i in llic goVernmcnlwl policies of 
foreign powers. In lli'.s country e.s- 
IKîclally, is evident »n iinmlhtnk- 
I'blp ii'ov; iiicni. lowaid now citii- 
(.ai on. Hov,( V('i', the iiciie.'iaily Ini 
ui'DiiiiiRiii lakes up iniich ol \'.u- 
funds wlitcl) inighl ollierwise lie 
used for tlic furtherance of thte 
(ducallonal movement. 

Dr. Caldwcil pointed out Ihiif,

llefore. presenllny iiiy platform.
